GENERAL 

Krasnogorsk, a city of approximately 35,000 inhabitants, is located about 25 kra 
from Moscow* . The city appeared to be of fairly recant co.nstruction* Most of the 
dwelli ngs were brick apartment housee, although there were some smaller wooden 
homes, | [ also observed old wooden houses in several small villages within the 25X1 
city limits. Large houses, which had been erected during the time of the iaars, 25X1 
w ere located in the countr ys ide surroun ding Krasnogorsk and were used as sanatoriums.

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FOOD AVAILitBILITY AND INSPECTION 

22* All meat sold on the open’ market in Krasnogorsk boro a stamp of inspection 
and approval* However, the Soviets were not fastidious about the quality 
of meat which was sold them* A rei^erinarian was stationed in the market 
pla ce to insure that the meat was inspected before being sold* 

Food inspection 

was generally confined to appear^ce, odor, and price; nothing else waff 
considered*

WATER SUPPLT 

26. The water used in Krasnogorsk came fiom the Bangka River, which flowed into 
the Moscow River. Both Krasnogorsk and Pavshino had a water supply system* 
However, the Soviets living in the small surrounding villages obtained water 
from wells* 

27* The water in Krasnogorsk wafil primarily for the use of the factoiy, and pumps 
were available to fill water towers for stpplying residences as well* The 
water towers were guarded by females.

33. There was no garbage oolleotion in Krasnogorste except before the 
October fiewoliition holiday on 7 Hovomber. The city was regularly 
olaeaed up at this time, but on no other oooasion. At other times 
the cltiaanB were not expected to remove their own garbage, not did 
they do flo« 

34. Only th<, Germans cremated their dead. The Soviets were oposed to 
this praotioe becaueo of religious feelings, and buried dead. I 
wish to note that not only were the older people In the USSIi still 
retligloUBi, but the yotaiger poople were, becoming more religious mlnaea. 


35, Ho active pest control organization functioned in Krashogorsk. Prior 
to my arrival in the city, the area had been used to billot German 
prisoh 0 ri 3 “Of-wer# wid they attempted to wipe out the vermin and 
had acme suoceflad tJn.fo.rtunately, the numeroua wooden houses in the 
area were infeetid with neac and other insedte. The Soviets used 
on odorous powder which was q,uite effeotiv® to oomhat thoesi 
Petroleum oil was also spread about the dwelling# whiohf for a 
short time, was helpful in getting rid of Inseots.
